FERRIES HEE 
MODEL AIRPLANE NATIUNALS CONTEST 


Every year the Academy of Model Aeronuutics (AMA) runs a model plane contest under 
the sponsorship of the Navy. It is held on a different Naval Base each year, and 
this year it is scheduled for Willow Grove from July 29 to Avgust 4. We fit in by 
providing ovr mobiles for tracking wtray planes anu recovering them when they land, 
or at least noting their location if they com down at an inaccessible location. A 
move is under way to tie in on the 122.1 mc. Unicom frequency for air-to-ground 
contact with the choppers and light planes which will also take part in the svotting 
operation. 

This is no small operation. Modelers of all ages will be here from just abovt all 
atetes and several foreign countries for the competition. Wide Fide Yorld TV show 
will cover the mest for a half hovr on Sunday at which time 150,000 spectators will 
be on hand to see the contest and the complete Navy air show. The local TV stations 
also plan coverage at different times during the week. 

Besides being of service to the modelers and the public the Nationals offers an 
opportunity to blow ovr oublicity horn on a grand scale. 

Several at the midmonth meeting were of the opinion that a good article on the con- 
test with heavy empasis on ham radio could come ovt of ovr participation. YW3NIP was 
appointed to handle publicity (the fect thet Chuck was not at the meeting had nothing 
to do with his selection, of course) in conjunction with the local AMA grovo and in 
the radio publications. We will need at least five mobile stutions every day to 
handle ovr part, but since quite a few of the fellows will be home on vacation thet 
week, the problem may not be too tough;_a number of guys have signed up already. 
More details will be in the Blurb as they are availeble.

W3WNC is going to print special logs to improve operating 
efficiency. The score tabvlation will be spread ovt to get several of the fellows 
into the act and ease the monotonovs chore of deciphering logs. 

A new avproach to mobile participation will be taken this year. Every mobile station 
in the club will have mailed to them about one week before the contest, a comolete 
FD package containing lof sheets, a simplified score sheet, a Field Day Message Form 
and instructions. All you do is work as many stations as cossible during the contest, 
keeping a record on the logs supplied, send one FD message, and enter your final score 
on the form supplied. This makes it easy both for the operator and the final Club 
Aggregate Mobile score computation, and shovld improve ovr standing considerablye A 
special plaque will be awarded to the club member with the highest mobile score. It 
will be similar to the Ovtstanding Member Award in thet it will rotete each year to 
the station with the best FD mobile score. Concentrated mobile operation during 
the contest will provide plenty of opportunity to get a "Worked all mobile" endorse- 
ment for your PMRC Certificate. . 7
